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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/01/2009 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
01 , 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on June 1 , 2009 has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of Claims 10 and 25 has been entered. 

Claims 1-9, 11-24 and 26-31 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 4-9 and 19-24 have been withdrawn from further consideration. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 11-18 and 26-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention . Although "phosphor mixtures" are disclosed in the 
specification, they are not being claimed as such. The independent Claims 1 and 14- 
16, in light of the disclosure, do not enable one to determine which components are 
present in the combinations and thereby to construct or use the proposed invention. 
Claims 2-3, 11-13, 17-18 and 26-31 are rejected because of their dependency. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 11-18 and 26-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The contents of the claims are 
unclear as to which components are present in the combinations. Furthermore, the use 
of the terms "light emitting component" and "wavelength converting part" further confuse 
the substance of the claims. 
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Claims 2-3, 11-13, 17-18 and 26-31 are rejected because of their dependency. 

Examiner Note: It appears that applicant is claiming a phosphor mixture but it is 
not claimed as such. It is also not clear if the light emitting components claimed are the 
same or different ones as there is no first, second, third, etc. suggested. 

Possible suggestions for the format of these claims are as follows: 

A phosphor mixture consisting of: 

a first phosphor selected from the group consisting of: (A,B,C ) and 

a second phosphor selected from the group consisting of: (A,B,C ) and 

a third phosphor selected from the group consisting of: (A,B,C ) and 

a fourth phosphor having the general formula: 

Or 

a phosphor mixture comprising eight or less of said phosphors having 

and said fourth phosphor. 

The present state of the claims does not enable a reasonable search to be completed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9, 11-24 and 26-31 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
